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Two of the most historical 
structures in Wayne County 
are being demolished after 
having been vacant for a nu- 
mber of years. 

The two former Depression- 
era infirmaries, located at the 
Eloise site on Michigan Ave- 
nue between Merriman Road 
and Hubbard in Westland, are 
being destroyed because they 
are unsafe for use and renova- 
tion of the buildings would be 
more costly than bulldozing 
them, according to county offi- 
cials. 

“We always try to renovate 
when we can,” Wayne County 
Executive Ed McNamara said, 
“but in this case, it was not a 
practical option. Unfor- 
tunately these buildings, de- 
spite their historical 
significance, have outlived 
their usefulness.” 

The demolition of A-Build- 
ing, a former infirmary for wo- 
men built in 1925, started Dec. 
19 and should be completed by 
the end of the year, according 
to Wayne County Buildings Di- 
rector Tom Schmelzer. The 
building was last occupied by 
the Wayne County Sheriffs De- 
partment until approximately 
1975.

N-Building will begin Jan. 3, 
1995 and should be completed 
by April 1, 1995. The 382,000 
square-foot N-Building has a 
remarkable history in that it 
was constructed and in opera- 
tion within four months, not 
much less time than it will 
take to demolish it, according 
to county officials. 

Built in 1930 as an infirm- 
ary, with an expected occu- 
pancy of 2,600, N- Building 
often accommodated more 
than 7,000 destitute individ- 
uals during the Great Depres- 
sion. This building was only 


partly occupied until recently 
by the county health depart- 
ment for record storage and b> 
Higera, an alcohol treatment 
center. 

The common name for these 
Westland complexes was 
Eloise, taken from the daugh- 
ter of a fonner member of the 
facility governing board, Free- 
man Dickerson, when a name 
for a new post office being 
built on the site was needed. 
Several names had already 
been rejected by the Postmas- 
ter General when Dickerson’s 
fellow board members submit- 
ted the name of his daughter, 
without his knowledge. The 
name was immediately ac- 
cepted by the Postmaster Gen- 
eral. Eloise Dickerson-Davoek 
passed away in 1982 at the age 
of 93. 

In recent years the county 
has renovated several histori- 
cal buildings for use as admin- 
istrative headquarters for its 
Parks and Community Correc- 
tions divisions, and for the 
county executive and commis- 
sion headquarters in down- 
town Detroit. 

“We hope that this land will 
be sold soon and used again 
for new development,” 
McNamara said. 


Downtown bonds sold, 
Goddard updates slated

Bonds offered by the Ro- 
mulus Downtown Develop- 
ment Authority for the 
enhancing of Goddard Road 
from Wayne Road to 5 Points 
have been sold for just under 
6.5 percent, Community Devel 
opment Director Jane Down- 
ing reported on Dec. 27. 

The long hoped for upgrad- 
ing of downtown appears 
ready to happen, according to 
Mayor Beverly McAnally. 

Downing said the develop 
ment project will include new 
sidewalks, curbing, lighting 
and streetscape designs to 
help modernize and beautify 
the business area reaching out 
more than 1.4 miles. 

McAnally. expressed plea- 
sure that the bond sale oc- 
curred in time for the DDA to 


capture the full school millage 
rates for the area, and said she 
is confident that the moderniz- 
ation plan will spur new eco- 
nomic development. 

Downing said the Goddard 
Road enhancements will still 
keep the road as a two-lane 
traffic area “because of its 
heavy use by our children and 
senior citizens.” 

She said engineers are cur- 
rently finishing the designs 
and the council and public 
should see some drawings of 
the lighting and other street- 
scape concepts within about a 
pionth. 

Councilman Ellis Pen- 
nington asked if the downtown 
flowerpots were going to be re- 
moved from parking areas, 
since each pot eliminates at 
least one parking space. 
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Newly remodeled City Hall 
reopens, meetings televised

Christmas came a week late 
for Romulus City Hall em- 
ployees this season, as the offi- 
cial unwrapping of the newly 
remodeled administration of- 
fices began on Tuesday. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally ex- 
pressed great excitement over 
seeing the finished portion of 
the Romulus City Hall project 
and is anxious now as she 
awaits the completion of the 
Romulus Public Library. 

Jim Napiorkowski, city trea- 
surer, and Brad Field, coor- 
dinator of the $3.5 million 
project, expressed great plea- 
sure also that the massive as- 
bestos abatement, handicap 
accessibility, fire alert system 
and new roofs has been com- 
pleted under budget. 

How much the final cost will 
be under budget is still un- 
clear, but Field said it will be 
“substantially lower than our 
budget plan.” 


The move back into the city 
hall building began in earnest 
last Thursday and was ba- 
sically completed on Friday, as 
most of the final array of boxes 
and furniture pieces were 
placed back in their former lo- 
cations or in newly designated 
sites. 

Other work continued 
throughout the weekend, in- 
cluding final electrical and 
phone switch-overs from the 
temporary facility to the re- 
modeled city hall site. 

On Tuesday morning last 
minute electrical work was be- 
ing completed in the City 
Council Chambers, so that the 
first meeting of the year (that 
night) would be equipped with 
microphones. 

Poor sound quality for resi- 
dents, who either attended the 
meetings or watched them on 
cable, while the council ses- 
sions were being held at the 
34th District Court forced the 
end of taping of such meetings 
in recent months. 


The current remodeling ef- 
fort has seen some physical 
switches of office locations as 
Community Development Di- 
rector Jane Downing and com- 
munity development 
technician Maria Lambert 
have moved into sites closer to 
McAnally. Their former offices 
were located in the city’s 
Building Department. 

Napiorkowski said the re- 
design of the city hall was 
done to make better use of 
space and to be more efficient 
with energy costs. 

Field said “we were able to 
capture a lot .of formerly un- 
used space and to make the en- 
tire building more economical. 
(The city of Romulus) has been 
one of my finest clients, as they 
told me what they wanted and 
then left me to do the job with 
no interruptions.” 

The old city council chain 
ber seats were sold to the Ro- 
mulus School District recently

Council approves housing development project

Despite opposition from the 
president of the Southeast 
Michigan Land Conservancy 
and earlier complaints from 
Westland and Canton Towns 
hip residents. Westland City 
Council members unani- 
mously approved a measure to 
allow the construction of a 123- 
home development located be- 
tween Joy Road and Kopper- 
nick, just east of Eckles. 

“This development will ... 
destroy what little open space 
we have left. Have a little 
backbone and stand up for the 
citizens. There are no second 
chances,” said Land Conser- 
vancy President Jack Smiley of 
Westland. 

“We have very rare species 
out there. You have the legal 
authority to turn them down 
under the state environmental 
law. There is state money 
available for 75-percent of any 
purchase,” Smiley added. 


"The DXR rDepartment of 
Natural Resources) also has 
priorities,” Councilman 
Charles Griffin responded. 
“Just because they have some 
grant money doesn’t mean 
we’ll get it. We have a legal 
obligation that we can't turn 
down ihe property.” he added. 

Developer Steven Schaefer 
of Phoenix Land Development 
Corporation was awarded the 
approval to build on the site by 
a 6-0 vote with Councilman 
Glenn Anderson absent. 

“Mr. Schaefer was more 
than willing to work with the 
city. He shortened the road 
and provided a second en- 
trance. I was one of the major 
opponents right up to tonight,” 
Councilman Charles Pickering 
said. 

The approval comes after 
months of proposals and post- 
ponements.

Store manager faces trial in sexual assault

A Westland store manager, 
accused of sexually assaulting 
a female employee, is sched- 
uled for a June 26 jury trial 
before Detroit Recorder’s 
Judge Daphne Means Curtis. 

Adil Hikmit Izzat, a 34-year- 
old Northville resident, was 
charged with fourth-degree 
CSC. If convicted, he faces a 
maximum sentence of two 
years in prison. 

Izzat, a store manager at Hy- 
att Cleaners and Laundry, lo- 


cated at 31519 Joy Road in 
Westland, is accused of making 
sexual overtures to a 24- year- 
old female employee. 

The alleged assault oc- 
curred between 8 and 9 p.m. 
Sept. 27, 1994, according to tes- 
timony taken during prelimi- 
nary examination in Westland 
18th District Court. 

“My boss asked me to box 
some shirts in the back. He 
went to the front and sent ev- 
erybody home and came back, 
closed the back door and 
locked it and then he grabbed 
my breast," the victim testi- 


fied. “I told him ‘no’ and to 
stop and he began rubbing his 
penis on my buttocks.” 

During the alleged incident 
the woman said her manager 
never said anything and failed 
to halt his behavior despite 
her pleas. 

“He refused to stop. I 
pushed him back. I got loose 
and went home,” the woman 
said. 

The victim reported the al- 
leged sexual attack the next 
day. 

Izzat was released on a per- 
sonal bond pending continua- 


tion of the case in Recorder’s 
Court. As a condition of his 
bond, he can not have any con- 
tact with the alleged victim.

Continued from page A-1 
counts differ. 

According to the Romulus 
woman’s statements to police, 
after she parked, a Dodge 
Neon containing two Taylor 
women parked in front her car, 
blocking her in. 

All three women exited 
their respective cars and be- 
gan a verbal dispute which es- 
calated to the Taylor women 
taking beer bottles out of their 
coat pockets and throwing 
them at the victim, according 
to reports. 

According to the Romulus 
woman, she was being fol- 
lowed by the two Taylor wo- 
men before being blocked in. 
At one point during the dis- 
pute, the victim said, the 24- 
year-old Taylor woman said, 
“You’re not getting away with 
calling my kid a bastard,” and 
allegedly swung a beer bottle 
at the victim. 

When the Taylor woman 
missed, the Romulus woman 
allegedly pulled out a beer 
bottle from her own coat 

The Romulus woman pulled 
out a 3-by-3-by-3/4 piece of 
wood and pursued both wo- 
men to the Neon. The Taylor 
women reentered their vehi- 
cle and the 24-year-old threat- 
ened to run over the woman, 
and then drove the Neon di- 
rectly at the Romulus woman, 
who jumped back between two 
parked cars. Almost hitting the 
victim, the 24-year-old struck 
the vehicle the victim was 
standing behind. 

The victim then swung the 
wood at the car, striking it in 
the windshield twice causing 
the entire surface to crack. 
The Taylor woman then al- 
legedly drove away, reports 
said. 

The Taylor women gave a 
different version to police. 
They said they were at the 
mall to shop and the 24-year- 
old was looking for a parking 
space when she noticed the 
victim standing outside her 
own car. 

The victim allegedly began 
yelling at the Taylor woman 
for driving the wrong way in 
the parking lane, police re- 
ports said. The Taylor woman 
stopped the car and got out 
with her companion when the 
victim allegedly began throw- 
ing beer bottles at them with 
two bottles striking the driver’s 
side rear view mirror where 
the 24 year-old was standing, 
according to reports. 

The Taylor women told po- 
lice they reentered the Neon 
and began driving away from 
legedly returned to her car 
and pulled out the piece of 
wood and struck the Neon 
windshield, the women told 
the police. 


Romulus police today are 
still searching for a tall bandit 
dressed in all black clothes 
and a Ninja-style face mask, 
for allegedly robbing the at- 
tendant at the Total Service 
Station in Romulus early Dec.

After months of battling 
about a proposed deep well 
construction in southwest Ro- 
mulus, veteran Councilman 
Jimmie Raspberry called for 
an end to the controversy and 
a subsequent settlement with 
the developer of the project, 
Environmental Disposal Sys- 
tems, Inc. (EDS). 

The firm is seeking to con- 
struct a deep injection well to 
store waste materials at a site 
near Northline and Wahrman 
roads. 

“Enough is enough,” said 
Raspberry in a Jan. 1 letter to 
his fellow citizens. “The well is 
in and EDS is not going to go 
away. If the well should have 
been stopped, it should have 
happened back in 1990 when 
Mayor (Beverly) McAnaily had 
the opportunity to do so. 

“We should negotiate a set- 
tlement with EDS that will 
protect the interests of our citi- 
zens and that will address the 
reasonable concerns that have 
been raised,” Raspberry 
continued. 

In a telephone conversation 
with Raspberry on Tuesday 
morning, the councilman said 
he was aware that the letter

would prompt controversy, but 
felt that the issue needed to be 
brought to the public so that a 
solution could be worked out. 

Raspberry criticized the 
long-running legal battle with 
EDS which he said may be 
“one of the biggest and cost- 
liest mistakes that our city has 
ever made, a problem that has 
the potential of bankrupting 
us.” 

In his letter, Raspberry out- 
lined the history of the deal- 
ings between the city and 
Douglas Wicklund, EDS presi- 
dent. In 1990 EDS offered to go 
elsewhere to construct its in- 
jection well if the city planned 
to oppose the project, and, ac- 
cording to Raspberry, Mayor 
Beverly McAnaily welcome 
the project. 

The councilman claimed 


that the mayor supported the 
project until in 1993 it became 
a political issue and a law suit 
was filed claiming that the un- 
derground well is not a permit- 
ted use in the M-l zoning 
district. 

As the legal fees mounted, 
an environmental protection 
levy was placed on the ballot 
in June of 1994, and it was 
voted down by a 3-1 margin. 

“That was a clear mandate 
against further spending for 
the law suit,” said Raspberry. 
“If the residents had wanted to 
fight a legal battle against 
EDS, they would have voted 
for the tax.” 

Raspberry said he is con- 
cerned about the cost of legal 
fees for the city, as high as 
$25,000 in a month. 

“I ask for information from 
them, but I don’t get any. And, 
why are there three lawyers 
present? And, at what fee an 
hour,” questioned Raspberry. 

He noted that a resolution 
was adopted which stated that 
he did not represent the city or 
the city council. 

The longtime Romulus' 
councilman, who has also 
served as a constable, police 
officer, township trustee and 
planning commissioner, said 
he feels the public under- 
stands his position. 


Will toxic dump 
ever be for sale?

The ultimate goal of the city 
after either the state Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources 
(DNR) or the federal Environ- 
mental Protection Agency 
(EPA) satisfactorily cleans up 
the old toxic dump off Wick 
Road is to sell the property. 

City Emergency Manage- 
ment Coordinator Margaret 
Leduc told the City Council on 
Dec. 27 that Romulus wants a 
written agreement stating that 
“it is a marketable piece of 
property,” after the old dump 
area is cleaned up. 

LeDuc also said the city re- 
mains concerned that it is not 
handed the liability of the 
land, after the fence is placed 
around portions of the prop- 
erty. 

“Romulus wants a hold 
harmless clause in the agree- 
ment if it erects a chain link 
and snow fence around por- 
tions qf the old toxic dump 
site,” she said. 

LeDuc set the probable cost 
of the fencing at the dump site 
at $26,000, with $18,000 the 
price for the chain link fence 
and the remaining cost for the 
needed portion of snow fenc- 
ing. 

The DNR has asked that the 
city erect the fence as a pre- 
lude to the planned more than

$1 million clean-up. It already 
has been announced that if the 
cost of the clean-up begins to 
escalate, the project will be 
turned over to the EPA. 

Veteran Councilman Jim- 
mie Raspberry and others 
have said the toxic waste was 
placed at the dump site in the 
late 1950’s and 60’s, when there 
were no state or federal regu- 
lations against such action. 

And yet the township took 
the dump owners to court and 
had the dump closed. 

Yet despite the time pas- 
sage, no one seems to know for 
sure exactly how bad the toxic 
problems are at the dump. Sev- 
eral state tests have been com- 
pleted and barrels at ground 
level are known to be toxic, 
but no one knows for sure how 
many such barrels are buried 
in the muck at the dump site. 

It is now expected that tests 
may be conducted during the 
Wick and Middle School Eas- 
ter vacation periods this year

Major questions face district court

With his political party now 
a definite minority, State Rep. 
Gregory Pitoniak (D-Taylor) 
knows that 1995 will not be one 
of his banner years. 

Pitoniak had expressed 
hopes earlier this year that if 
the Democrats had won con 
trol of the House of Represen- 
tatives, he might have a strong 
shot at winning one of the 
chairmanships he craved - of 
either the taxation, insurance 
or transportation committees 
he has served on the past two 
years or more. 

But with incumbent Gov. 
John Engler easily defeating 
his Democratic challenger, 
several marginal Democrats in 
the Michigan House went 
down with him. Thus, so did 
Pitoniak’s chairmanship 
hopes. 

In the meantime. Pitoniak

feels he needs to stay visible in 
Romulus vows he will remain 
concerned on the toxic issue 
facing Wick School area resi- 
dents. 


Two major questions con- 
cerning the 34th District Court 
are bound to be answered 
early in 1995. 

The first is whether a jury 
decides if former court admin- 
istrator Nancy Schuette is at 
least partially responsible for 
the more than $270,000 in past 
court fund shortages. 

The second is whether the 
effort to split the 34th District 
Court into two separate courts 
is dead. 

Schuette faces a trial early 
this year on three embezzle- 
ment charges in relation to the 
shortage. 

But both sides admit that 
the evidence is extremely cir- 
cumstantial. 

When Schuette’s trial does 
come up, it will create a lot of 
discussion in the five commu- 
nities covered by the 34th Dis- 
trict Court: Romulus. 
Belleville, Sumpter. Huron 
Township and Van Buren 
Township. 

Assistant State Attorney 
General Mark E. Blumer 
stated at the conclusion of his 
preliminary examination last 
July “someone has trashed 
over 1,000 pieces of evidence 
that would have shown the 
time and dates” when nu- 


merous improper voids were 
accomplished.” 

Those missing key pieces of 
evidence could make convict- 
ing Schuette “beyond a 
shadow of a doubt” rather dif- 
ficult. But on the other hand, 
the state has plenty of time to 
come up with additional wit- 
nesses before the first hands 
are placed on the Bible this 
spring. 

The case already has 
claimed one victim, some 
court observers say. They point 
to the landslide loss by incum- 
bent Judge Felix Rogalle, an 
election in which the veteran 
judge failed to carry any one 
election precinct in the five 
municipalities. 

The win by 31-year-old Tina 
Brooks Green, one jurist said. 


is one for the books. One that 
probably won’t be repeated in 
a hurry. 

The other court question on 
division of the district remains 
a mystery. No one will say for 
sure that the probability of se- 
vering the court area is dead, 
but most feel it could not suc- 
ceed financially, since more 
than 80 percent of the business 
conducted in the Romulus- 
based court comes from Ro- 
mulus itself. 

They feel that there is no 
way any of the other four mu- 
nicipalities or group of them 
could support a divided court- 
house. 

With 1995 only days old, one 
thing is for sure, answers to 
both queries are only months 
away at best. 
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Veteran councilman

Whether or not Romulus residents agree with Jimmie 
Raspberry’s stance on the deep injection well, slated to 
operate in the southwest part of the city, they should give 
him a round of applause for forcing the issue to be settled, 
once and for all. 

After months of arguing and bickering about the well 
site. Raspberry drafted a letter to residents supporting the 
construction of the well and warning them that the legal 
battle to block it could become “one of the biggest and 
costliest mistakes that our city has ever made, a problem 
that has the potential of bankrupting us.” 

Support of the controversial injection well is not a pop- 
ular stance as evidenced by some “political pussy footing” 
around the issue in the past months. However, Raspberry 
is not concerned about political fallout. According to the 
veteran councilman, his motive is to settle the controversy 
and to get on with other business facing the city. 

In a letter to the citizens of Romulus, Raspberry states 
simply, “Enough is enough” and we agree with him. 

The issue has divided the city and has cost thousands of 
dollars in legal fees, which will ultimately be borne by the 
taxpayers. 

Raspberry is correct. Enough is enough. 

We believe, as the veteran councilman does, that it is 
time for the city to negotiate a settlement with Environ- 
mental Disposal Services that will protect the interests of 
the citizens and that will address the reasonable concerns 
that have been raised. 

Youth facility funding 
controversy continues 

When we learned that the U.S. Department of Justice 
was threatening a law suit against Wayne County for al- 
legedly housing youths in a substandard environment, it 
reminded us of a time almost seven years ago when we 
were told about the poor conditions at that facility. 

Prior to the 1988 general election, one of the Juvenile 
Court judges and an official from Wayne County knocked 
at our door asking for support for a millage to correct the 
overcrowding at the Wayne County Youth Home. 

As responsible, community-minded citizens, we re- 
sponded with editorial support for the county-wide tax 
levy, part of which was to be dedicated to improving the 
youth facility. Subsequently, voters approved the 10-year 
property tax. 

Since that time, we have followed the complicated ex- 
changes between county officials and western Wayne 
County leaders about the on-again, off-again plans to con- 
struct a new juvenile facility. First, it was said that a new 
facility.would be too expensive to build - costing far more 
than the tax levy would provide. Later, some of the money 
was used for juvenile offender programs, and western 
Wayne communities debated over whether unused funds 
should be returned to the voters or given back to the 
communities from which they were collect. 

While the controversy continues, the 1/10 mill continues 
to be collected and there are no plans to build a new 
facility. Does it seem reasonable to assume that if our tax 
dollars had being spent to upgrade the juvenile facility in 
1988, the county would not be in jeopardy of legal action 
from the justice department? 

We hope that Wayne County officials will not request 
another tax levy to remedy the current conditions at the 
youth home. Our support for any future tax levy would not 
be so easy to obtain.

The Michigan Constitution 
prohibits taxpayer money 
from being misappropriated to 
Charter Schools as is being at- 
tempted by two Acts just pas- 
sed by the legislature 
supported by Gov. John Engler. 

Legislative Acts cannot 
amend the Michigan Constitu- 
tion. 

Only a statewide vote of the 
people for a constitutional 
amendment can. Article 8, Sec- 


tion 2 states: “No public 
monies or property shall be 
appropriated or paid, or any 
public credit utilized by the 
legislature or any other politi- 
cal subdivision or agency of 
the state directly or indirectly, 
to aid or maintain any private, 
denominational or other non- 
public, pre-elementary, ele- 
mentary, or secondary school. 

“No payment, credit, tax 
benefit, exemption or deduc- 
tion, tuition voucher, subsid- 
iary, grant or loan of public 
monies or property shall be 
provided, directly or indi- 
rectly, to support the atten- 
dance of any student of 
institution where instruction 
is offered in whole or in part to 
such nonpublic school stu- 
dents. 

“The legislature may pro- 
vide for the transportation of 
students to and from any 
school.” 

No number of state senators 
of state representatives, anx- 
ious to comply with the dark- 
of-night maneuvering of lobby- 
ists from the Michigan Catho- 
lic Conference and Michigan 
Education Association who 
contributed generously to 
their Nov. 8 re-election cam- 
paigns, can violate our Michi- 
gan Constitution with 
immunity. 

No judge or State Board of 
Education is needed to inter- 
pret what we clearly voted into 
our Constitution as the will of 
the people prohibiting public 
funds from being used for 
Charter Schools. 

Disingenuous concern for

The con- 
taminated soils, sludges and 
sediments that are removed 
from the Willow Creek area 
will be dewatered and placed 
into a specially constructed 
containment cell, according to 
the action plan.

Glenn conies to rescue of suburban hoops

seal the victory. 

Glenn’s senior center Guy 
Rucker took command in the 
final phase. The 6-11 pivotman 
ignited the Rockets with a 
three-pointer as the period be- 
gan then went on to dump in 11 
of his team’s 19 points. And 
when Denby began to regroup 
for what appeared to be a 
counter-assault, Rucker 


slapped away a shot that 
would have tied the game. 

Savan Hubbard’s three- 
pointer gave the Rockets a 
five-point cushion. 

But Denby refused to quit 
and stayed within striking 
reach until the final seconds. 

With five seconds left and 
the score at 59-57, Glenn got 
two crucial free throws from 
Terrel Tigner who was inten- 
tionally fouled by Denby.

The job market and the gru- 
eling work ethics involved to 
compete in wrestling appar- 
ently Imve taken their toll on 
high* ^Jiool wrestlers and 
coaches. 

“The interest in the sport 
appears to have fallen off con- 
siderably,” said veteran wres- 
tling coach Sam Ellis, who 
three years ago was given the 
task of fielding a team after the 
school abandoned the sport 
for about two decades. 

“After the success we had a 
year ago, I was really looking 
forward to fielding a team this 
season because we had a lot of 
talent returning,” Ellis contin- 
ued. “But half of those kids 
have vanished. They haven’t 
returned to the team. 

“In fact, a week ago I had 
problems putting together a 
team. It’s discouraging be- 
cause you, as a coach, invest so 
much in a kid and you see him 
mature on the mats and you 
feel that well, he’s ready to go, 
then he doesn’t come out.” 

Ellis said that the problem 
isn’t unique to Inkster High. 
He said that he has see the de- 
cline in the popularity of the 
sport at other high schools. 

A former All-State heavy- 
weight who prepped at Dear- 
born Fordson, Ellis went on to 
wrestle at the collegiate level 
at Eastern Michigan Univer- 
sity. He said that the sport has 
been a “tremendous help to 
him in his life.” 

“Yes, it a very demanding 
sport, but you learn from it.” 

“Also, it is rewarding be- 
cause it helps you deal with 
the challenges you’re con- 
fronted with, and it’s a sport 
that you must be ready men- 
tally as well as physically for 
your opponent,” Ellis said. “If 
you aren’t, you are going to pay 
dearly. You can’t hide behind 
some’ofte else - it’s you versus 

the other guy.” 

The Vikings won the 1993-94 
Suburban Athletic Conference 
title and had a chance to re- 
peat. But SQme of the returning 
letterAvinners have opted not 
tojeturn to the team. 

A year ago, such standouts

We used to 
have a Middle School tour- 
nament in the spring of the 
year when Dan Chrenko was 
coaling: The principals 
said they didn’t want it We 
used to dominate the league 
and the conference. Middle 
Schools in Walled Lake, 
Wayne-Westland, North- 
ville, Farmington and Liv- 
onia feed students into high 
school wrestling programs. 

Krueger's freshman team 
reflects the absence of pay- 
to-play this year as twelve 
freshmen came out. “Good 
kids,” he said. 

Teammates diminish as 
five sophomores, four ju- 
niors and four seniors com- 
plete the team.

Scholarships come out of 
the ice for the Henry Ford 
Community College Ice and 
Show Carving Club, slated to 
be the most active club on 
campus judging by the number 
of events they participate in 
and places they go. 

College single block com- 
petitor and president of the 
club, J.R. Lorentz explains 
that each request for an ice 
sculpture results in a $30 dona- 
tion to the club, who disperses 
the money, based on extent of 
involvement and active com- 
mitment of individual 
members. 

Half of the Plymouth carv- 
ings, 52 of them, will be carved 
by club members, who have 
also contributed carvings to an 
appearance by Gov. John En- 
gler, the Dearborn Tree Light- 
ing Ceremony and student 
government events, as well as 
parties on campus. 

Hockey and sports have not 
afforded Lorentz with the level 
of activity found in ice carving. 

“Once I got involved I 
couldn’t get enough of it,” he 
said, adding that he would like 
to make ice caring his career. 
“If it can be done, I’ll do it.” 

Lorentz studied under Chef 
Teeple, who devotes time in 
December to help students 
contract jobs for events. The 18 
student members participate 
in Frankenmuth and Lake 
Orion ice carving events. Quite

a multitude of interests are 
represented in the club as 
members are pursuing careers 
in nursing, hospitality, archi- 
tecture and art. 

“When you are done, the 
feeling is hard to replace,” 
Lorentz said. 

The best part is the specta- 
tors “ooooohs and ahhhhh’s, 
he added. 

Last year Lorentz carved a 
griffin, which most spectators 
confuse with a gargoyle. A 
griffin’s body has four features 
of different animals. It may 
have a lion body, eagle wings, 
claws and a falcons head, for 
example. 

Lorentz advises spectators 
that how long you hold the five 
to seven pound chain saw can 
be a measurement of how pro- 
ficient you are. The less skill 
you have, the longer you hold 
it. Average carvers can go from 
15 to 20 minutes up to 45 min- 
utes, which gets heavy after 
awhile. 

Last year Lorentz ranked 
first in college competition.

Westland ice carver 
among competitors

Westland residents can 
watch for their “home town” 
representative, Martin Folk, 
28, in the two-man team com- 
petition at the Plymouth Ice 
Festival on Jan. 13. 

A carver for 10 years, Folk 
placed ninth out of 50 last year 
in the individual competition. 

Area carvers interrelate as 
Folk learned his basics from 
Chef Teeple at Henry Ford 
Community College and has 
worked with Ford Motor Com- 
pany’s Ted Wakar as well. Folk 
has carved weekly for the past 
two years at Midwest Ice 
House in Detroit , selling ice 
carvings to hotels and restau- 
rants for parties and weddings. 

The National Ice Carvers 
Association provides judges 
and sanctions the rules, Folk 
explained. Creativity, degree 
of difficulty, workmanship and 
overall appearance are the 
items to strive for. 

Folk enjoys the temporary 


nature of the ice, but ice offers 
obstacles. Mediums like clay 
are forgiving, but ice can shat- 
ter. Transparency makes ice 
harder to look at, Folk said. 
Light absorption is another 
difference from clay which 
shows depth easier. Ice ab- 
sorbs light, making it harder to 
get dimension. Also, workman- 
ship involves the matter of 
cleanliness. 

“All components need to 
flow together nicely and 
evenly to hide the seams,” he 
said. 

“The festival seems to have 
gotten a larger draw of carv- 
ings and the quality has gotten 
a lot better and more diffi- 
cult,” Folk said. “It presents 
quite a large draw of carvers 
from throughout the city,” he 
added. 

Folk’s teammate, Jim Bur, 
an artist from an advertising 
agency, used to be his student 
competitor. They haven’t 
carved together as a team pre- 
viously, but could be a promis- 
ing duo.

Participant brings 1 5 years of experience 
to 1 995 Plymouth Ice Festival competition

Ice carver and executive 
chef at the Ford Motor Com- 
pany Penthouse Kitchen, Ted 
Wakar wears many hats during 
the Plymouth Ice Festival. 

He has been doing ice for 15 
years now and participates 
competitively, helps to orga- 
nize the event, serves as an in- 
structor and has been involved 
in the judging. He connects 
with Chef Richard Teeple, as 
he learned ice carving under 
Teeple as a high school 
student. 

Wakar’s prominence as an 
ice carver crystallizes through 
his achievements. In 1986, he 
won the Plymouth first-place 
division as best single profes- 
sional. Milford’s teamed event 
won him a first place award, as 
well as a first last year at the 
Canterbury Village two-man 
event and a second in individ- 
ual competition. Three years 
ago he competed in Japan. 
Dan Aigelier and Wakar’s first 
place prize in Frankenmuth 
allowed them to travel to 


Alaska in March of last year, 
where they won third place 
recognition. 

“I do have a strong love for 
the art form. I think I’ve con- 
tributed to it as well, Wakar 
said. “There’s always new 
tricks. It’s exciting and a chal- 
lenge to me. 

“The comments from the 
crowd are wonderful. It’s 
amazing how much of a specta- 
tor sport it is,” he explained, 
referring to the hundreds of 
people he witnesses standing 
around. 

“There’s a limit to the art 
form as it’s fleeting here and 
then gone. If they don’t get out 
and see it, that’s the only op- 
portunity to view it,” he said. 

“Always changing,” Wakar 
said, referring to a swan he 
carved yesterday which will be 
improved upon tomorrow. 

Wakar fits uniquely into the 
sport by the “dictates of who I 
am,” he said. 

A block weighs 440 pounds, 
and at 6-foot-four-inehes, and 
250 pounds, it’s easier for 
Waker to compete. 

As a part of the culinary arts 


field, it becomes cost effective 
for Wakar, who enjoys the 
timed elements of the events. 

“No other art form puts a 
time restriction on art,” he 
said. “As an artist I find myself 
to be a procrastinator. I can’t 
do that with an ice sculpture.” . 

Wakar feels drawbacks sur- 
face in the sport because it’s in 
it’s infancy. 

“As a competitor I don’t like 
to see pieces judged inap- 
propriately,” he said, adding 
that often he finds, “This boy 
got robbed,” to be an occur- 
rence, as you never know ex- 
actly what the judges are 
looking for. 

Also, weather elements play 
tricks. Fusing and joining tech- 
niques differ in warmer or 
colder weather conditions. 
During 10 years of competition 
Wakar sees a softening of the 


competitive attitude. It’s more 
common to find sculptors shar- 
ing secrets with one another. 

“Now there’s a prestige 
level to work in harmony with 
another competitor,” he adds. 

Art forms judge better with 
flow and a congealed idea bet-

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Governor signs domestic 
violence legislation bills 


Gov. John Engler recently 
signed three bills designed to 
curb domestic violence and 
protect abused women, build- 
ing on previous steps that 
make Michigan the state with 
the most comprehensive do- 
mestic violence laws in the 
country. 

“For too long abused wo- 
men in Michigan have been 
victimized twice- first in their 
homes, then by our legal sys- 
tem,” said Engler. “We cannot 
tolerate another tragic head- 
line, another death that could 
have been prevented. 

“Today, Michigan has in 
place the toughest domestic vi- 
olence laws in the country. 
Thanks to input from a biparti- 
san task force on domestic vio- 
lence, Michigan has laws that 
focus on making sure that wo- 
men and children are safe in 
their homes and that abuseu 
are held accountable for their 
crimes.” . 

The Governor signed House 
Bill (HB) 5804, sponsored by 
Rep. Deborah Whyman (R-

Canton); HB 5805, sponsored 
by Rep. Roland Jersevic (R- 
Saginaw); and HB 5807, spon- 
sored by Rep. Sandra Hill (R- 
Montrose). 

These bills set criteria for 
the issuing of personal protec- 
tion orders and require judges 
who refuse to explain why in 
writing, expand the scope of 
the law to include: 

• Persons involved in a dat- 
ing relationship. 

• Make personal protection 
orders effective immediately 
when a judge signs them 
rather than when the abuser is 


served with them. 

• Avoiding delays that could 
cost a woman her life. 

• Require that all personal 
orders be entered imme- 
diately into the statewide po- 
lice computer system so that 
all law enforcement agencies 
have access to them. 

“These new laws reinforce 
that domestic assault is a 
crime against both battered 
women and the people of 
Michigan,” Engler said. “They 
put in place a uniform and 
consistent legal system that 
supports the victims of these 
terrible crimes. 

“And most of all, they focus 
on the rights of women to be 
safe and to be free from harm 
in their own homes.” 

This new legislation ex- 
pands on other legislation that 
has already given Michigan 
the most comprehensive laws 
in the nation to fight domestic 
violence. The final two bills 
dealing with domestic vio- 
lence are expected to be 
signed this week. 


School named after former educator 


A new school in the 
Plymouth-Canton Community 
School District has been 
named after a long-time dis- 
trict educator. 

The school is located at 1100 


Sheldon Road, south of Ford 
Road. 

The school is named after 
Carvel M. Bentley who served 
as an educator in the 
Plymouth-Canton Community 


Schools for 43 years. He began 
his career in the District in 
1929 as a science teacher at 
Plymouth High School were he 
also served as the school’s 
head coach of the tennis team 
and assistant coach of the foot- 
ball and track teams. In 1934 
Bentley established a counsel- 
ing, guidance and testing pro- 
gram which became the first 
functional guidance program 
to exist in the Plymouth- Can- 
ton Community Schools. Upon 
completion of his masters de- 
gree in the same year, Bentley 
developed Plymouth-Canton’s 
first cooperative education 
program; one of five offered in 
the state of Michigan. 

Returning to Plymouth in 
1951 from the service, Bentley 
began what was known as the 
Veteran’s Institute, an educa- 
tional program for returning 
servicemen. Again he led the 
way by bringing the nigh 
school concept of continuing 
education to the District. He 
then went on to serve as prin- 
cipal of Plymouth High School 
from 1951 - 1969. From 1969 - 
1972 he again served as Co-op 
Coordinator. Bentley retired 
from the District in 1972. 

Carvel M. Bentley died on 
May 6, 1993, at the age of 85 
years. He is survived by his 
wife of 57 years, Doris, one son, 
Michael, three grandsons, 
Mark, Christopher, and Jos- 
eph, a sister-in-law, and sev- 
eral nieces and great-niece.

Belleville cook blends recipes, history

Steeped in Belleville his- 
tory and that of the Dearborn 
Inn, Best Cook on the Block 
this week, David Young, has 
spent his life around food. 

His family has been in Be- 
lleville since 1812. 

“When I was 14, in junior 
high I cooked at Dee’s Dairy 
Bar, next to the old theater on 
Main Street,” Young said. 

He attended the William 
Ford Culinary Arts School in 
Westland, and owned David’s 
Place in Ypsilanti, which he 
sold in 1969. Now he serves 
and works as a bartender at 
the Dearborn Inn. 

“I’ve always been around 
food and I love to eat. People 
don’t believe my appetite. I 
work or burn it off,” Young 
said. 

His pancake recipe came 
from a San Francisco fire- 
house in 1969. 

“Firehouses are competi- 
tive and try to out do each 
other in cooking,” Young said. 

He was visiting someone in 
the area and they invited him 
to dinner. Pancakes were the 
main course - Beer Buttermilk 
Pancakes. 

“You can’t beat the texture. 
It’s very light. You don’t taste 
the beer,” he explained. 

Sweet and Sour Shrimp can 
be made with pork or chicken. 
The quantities are the same. 
Chicl^ervnuggets can be bought 
if you MT^iit. to “cheat.” They of- 
fer the' advantage of keeping 


the bread from getting soggy 
and coming off. Pork needs to 
be cubed. 

“I've not ordered sweet and 
sour out since I got this. It 
came from a friend, Young 
said. 

“The Dearborn Inn is 
lovely,” Young said. 

It was the first airport hotel 
in the world back when it occu- 
pied Ford field and Ford Mo- 
tor Company test track. 

Young’s father, Gaal Young, 
graduated from Belleville 
High School in 1931. The air- 
port closed two years later. 
Prior to that time, Henry Ford 
experimented on tri-motor 
planes at the field. Each wing 
had an engine and one was in 
the middle. A convention of re- 
tired airplane pilots met at the 
Dearborn Inn once and parked 
a tri-motor plane right in the 
front yard, Young said. 

The Dearborn Inn has three 
restaurants. 

“The preparation and pre- 
sentation of the food is gor- 
geous,” Young said. 

The Early American Room 
is the most elegant followed by 
Ten Eyke’s Tavern, named af- 
ter one of Henry Ford’s 
friends, a man who raised soy 
beans. The Golden Eagle 
Lounge was originally Henry 
Ford’s barber shop and park- 
ing spot. When the restaurant 
first opened, alcohol was not 
allowed at the hotel. 

Young’s father, Gaal, and 
grandfather operated their 
first grocery story on Huron 
River Drive and Biggs Street, 


which was later torn down. 
Gaal owned Young’s Market in 
1947, located on Main Street, 
across from the Roberts Bros.- 
Paulus Funeral Home. It be- 
came an antique shop before a 
fire destroyed its interior two 
or three years ago. 

Young’s Belleville memo- 
ries include a fire at the old 
high school, which burned dur- 
ing a sleet storm around 1952 
or 1953. 

“The fire hydrants were fro- 
zen," Young explained. 

“A red light at Belleville 
Road and Interstate-94 was the 
only light between Detroit and 
Chicago in the early ‘50s,” 
Young said. Since there was no 
viaduct, they needed it to get 
across. 

Young found himself on the 
front page of the former Yp- 
silanti Press when he got the 
flu. He was the only cook in his 
restaurant, which included a 
dishwasher and two wait- 
resses. 

“When I bought the restau- 
rant in 1967, I didn’t know how 
to flip an egg. Biff’s, Be- 
lleville’s first all-night restau- 
rant was part of a chain. They 
taught Young how to flip eggs 
in the back room with a piece 
of dry toast. 

“It’s all in the flip of the wr- 
ist,” Young said.

Father accused of

The two defendants appeared for 
an examination Jan. 4 before 29th 
District Court Judge Carolyn Arch 
bold, and a $5,000 bond or 10 per- 
cent was set for Swain. St. Clair 
received a $5,000 personal bond. 

Wayne police received a call on 
an alleged robbery which took 
place 8:30 p.m. Dec. 22 at the laun- 
dry facility.

Fires claim 1 

Blaze routes seniors 
from the Twin Towers

Flames force families 
out of their homes

An early morning fire Wednesday claimed the life of a 66-year-old man, 
who was visiting his nephew, and injured four others, including an Inkster 
auxiliary firefighter, at a senior citizens’ apartment complex in Inkster. 

Fire officials identified the dead man as Clarence Woods, 66, who died of 
apparent smoke inhalation. His body was found on a sofa in the living room. 
Also in the room was a female companion, who was pulled from the room by 
Everett Woods, the deceased man’s nephew. 

The fire occurred around 2:30 a.m. on the first floor, room 510, in the 10- 
story Twin Towers, located just north of Michigan Avenue, on Inkster Road. 
The blaze routed some 100 residents of the building, most of them seniors. 
Lt. Lewis Davis, of the Inkster Fire Department, said that the fire remains

Six families in Wayne lost their homes Jan. 3 due to a fire that was 
believed to be caused by a child playing with a lighter. 

Wayne firefighters were called to an apartment complex located at the 
3300 block of Gloria near Michigan Avenue and Merriman. 

“When we arrived the building was vacant, however, we performed a 
search and rescue simultaneously to make sure no one was in the apart- 
ments,” said Wayne Fire Chief Michael O’Brien. 

Heavy smoke billowed out of the complex as the families remained in a 
secure area outside their homes. 

“Heavy smoke was pouring out of the roofs when we arrived,” O’Brien 
said. “The fire was believed to have been started in a bedroom at 3318

Golf war 

Inkster officials teed-off at Westland

Instead of shouting “fore” this summer, Inkster Mayor 
Edward Bivens Jr. and top Inkster city officials shouted 
“foul” Wednesday night about what they say is an apparent 
deal between the city of Westland and the Wayne County 
Executive’s office to construct an 18 hole golf course in 
Westland. 

Inkster officials claim that the golf course “had been 
promised for years by the county to the city of Inkster.' 

Short of calling for a declaration of war - but calling for 
his political forces to mobilize in preparation for a political 
battle - Bivens blasted Westland and its apparent ally, 
Wayne County Executive Edward McNamara, during an 
Inkster city council meeting “for deceiving the citizens of 
Inkster for all of these years.” 

The visibly angry mayor told top city officials and coun 
cil members he “was shocked to learn that the city of West- 
land was going to build the golf course that was promised to 
us." 

He pointed out that as far back as his first term of office, 
in the early 1970s. the city and the county conducted meet- 


ings on the subject, “and we were supposed to get the golf 
course.” 

“Wayne County has deceived us.” Bivens continued. 
“They had promised us that we would get the course, but 
now I have learned that Westland is going to build it on that 
old Eloise property. 

“And only tnree or ioui noies oi tnat course will be built 
in Inkster, on the Henry Ruff border. And you know what 
they can do with that kind of setup. They betrayed us.” 

The mayor did not know whether Westland had pur- 
chased the county-owned land, and was to built the course 
with Westland monies or whether it was a joint Westland- 
Wayne County effort. 

But Bivens did reveal that county officials and Westland 
have at least a verbal agreement to construct the course on 
the “old Eloise property.” 

Calls to Wayne County Executive McNamara’s office and 
Westland Mayor Robert Thomas were not returned. How- 
ever. Wayne County Commissioner Kay Beard, whose dis- 
trict includes the cities of Westland and Inkster, 
commented, saying that she was strongly committed to a

brawl 

halts 

game

A brawl between members 
of two rival gangs Tuesday 
night disrupted the 
Robichaud Inkster high school 
basketball game, forcing 
school and law enforcement 
officials to empty the gym at 
halftime. 

No one was seriously in- 
jured. although one person 
was carried from the scene on 
a stretcher, according to 
school officials. 

Inkster Deputy Police Chief 
Robert Pendergrass said that 
five Inkster police officers 
joined Wayne County Deputies 
and Dearborn Heights police 
in restoring the peace. 

The game resumed after the 
gym was cleared of spectators. 
A handful of school officials 
and parents were allowed to 
remain to watch the conclu- 
sion of the game, which ended 
in an overtime victory for Inks- 
ter. 

“Our investigation shows 
that the fight broke out on the 
Inkster-side of the stands and 
did not involve students from 
either school,” Pendergrass 
said. “The fight broke out at 
intermission and within min- 
utes we had some 25 officers at 
the high school." 

The high school is located in 
the city of Dearborn Heights, 
in the Westwood Community 
School District. But there is a

golf check in the city of Inkster. 

During the past three de 
cades, the county has unveiled 
at least four plans to build a 
course in Inkster. The plans, 
for various reasons, always 
dissipated. 

One plan called for the 
course to be built on county 
land located behind the pre- 
sent Inkster Recreation Com 
plex, on Middlebelt Road, 
about a quarter mile north of 
Michigan Avenue. 

The project failed, in part. 


because the area included 
wetlands fed by the Huron- 
Rouge basin, and because of 
the wetlands and wild life, the 
Michigan Department of Natu- 
ral Resources rejected the 
idea. 

In the mid-1970’s, the Wayne 
County Road Commission and 
then Inkster mayor, Dr. Terrel 
LeCesne, also worked to bring 
a golf course to the city, but the 
proposal never got off the 
drawing boards. 

In the 1980s, the county 
made at least two other golf 
pitches that sank in sand traps 
created by the lack of funds 
and financing. 

"There has been a contin 
nous pattern of deception per 
petuated by the county.” noted 


Dr. LeCesne. “And it isn’t a eo 
incidence, I feel, that they (the 
county) always made and 
makes these promises during 
election years.” 

The Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners and county of 
ficials apparently will be hear 
mg from the local voters, 
according to George Williams 
a political activist, and newly 
elected president of the Inks 
ter branch of the National As 


sociation for the Advancement 
of Colored People. 

“They come in here at elec- 
lion time and beg us for our 
votes,” Williams told the coun- 
cil Wednesday night. “Then, 
once they are elected, they 
turn their backs on us.” 

Williams proposed “each 
and every citizen to storm the 
Wayne County Board of Com 
nussioner’s office to let them 
know that they are not going to 


step on us any more.” 

In a statement to the media 
on Friday, Beard said she is 
strongly committed to a golf 
course in the city of Inkster. 

“Along with many other offi- 
cials and residents of the city 
of Inkster, I supported and 
worked for the establishment 
of an Inkster Valley Golf 
Course, even before I became 
a Wayne County commissioner. 
I am still strongly committed to 
this, and have continued to 
work toward realizing this 
goal” 

Beard added that 
McNamara has not sent a pro- 
posal regarding the golf course 
to the Wayne County Commis- 
sion for its approval. 

The longtime county law- 


maker said, “The Wayne 
County Commission has sup- 
ported me on this and has gone 
on record several times in fa- 
vor of the onset and prelimi- 
nary studies for the golf course 
in Inkster. 

“However, we have still not 
received a report or a recom- 
mendation from the CEO.” 

Beard concluded by saying 
that Inkster citizens would be 
better advised to express their 
importance and disappoint- 
ment concerning rumors about 
possible changes in the golf 
course plans to the county ex- 
ecutive rather than the com- 
missioners - who can not make 
any decisions until the proper 
recommendation is made to 
them.

Mie stereotype private eyes 
lhat we have grown accus- 
tomed to in films and televi 
sion shows are mere myths - 
figments of the imaginations of 
screen writers and detective 
magazine contributors. 

“My cases are a mixed bag, 
but the bread and butter of in- 
vestigative agencies is insur- 
ance work - workers’ 
compensation claims,” said 
Kehrier of Pathfinder Investi- 
gations. 

For example, Kehrier was 
hired to investigate a claim by 
a worker who claimed that he 
had injured his back and 
couldn’t work or perform any 
lifting. 

“I found that he was bowl- 
ing three nights a week on 
three different leagues,” Keh- 
rier said, noting that the exam- 
ple was a very common one. 

“I’m relatively new in the 
business. I got my license in 
March, and I work primarily in 
the western Wayne County 
area,” he said. “But, if you do 
good work, you get repeat busi- 
ness.” 

Another facet of private in- 
vestigation involves the search 
for hidden assets in a divorce, 
and, sometimes, the search for 
a third party that one of the 
spouses suspects may be in- 
volved with his or her partner. 

“People sometimes ask for a 
background check if what 
their partner says doesn’t

match with what they know 
about them,” Kehrier said. “I 
was hired to check on a young 
woman from out of state who 
claimed to have never been 
married before. There was 
some concern about the 
amount of money she seemed 
to have available to her with 
no explanation.” 

Kehrier investigated the 
young woman and found that 
she had been married previ- 
ously, and her money came 
from a lucrative divorce settle- 
ment. Neither fact would have 
been a major problem had the 
woman not lied about it, and 
thereby given her new ac- 
quaintances reason to be sus- 
picious of her honesty. 

“Some adopted people 
come to private investigators 


to learn about their birth fami- 
lies, especially around the hol- 
idays,” he said. 

Kehrier doesn’t take every 
case that comes to him. 

“I don’t conduct business 
over the phone. I make an ap- 
pointment so I can talk to the 
person face-to-face. If they 
don’t seem honest or there 
seems to be some hidden mo- 
tive, I won’t take the case,” 
Kehrier said. “I a'~o tell peo- 
ple to exhaust all of the public 
agencies before hiring me. For 
example, if they are looking 
for an absent ex-husband who 
hasn’t paid child support, they 
should first go to the Friend of 
the Court. If it’s a matter of bad 
checks, then they need to first 
bring their complaint to the lo- 
cal law enforcement agency.”

large number of Inkster resi- 
dents who attended classes in 
the school district. The two 
schools are natural rivals in 
athletic and scholastic compe- 
tition. 

“Those involved in the fight 
definitely were not from Ro- 
bichaud High. They also were 
not former Robichaud stu- 
dents. We really don’t know 
who they were,” said Robert 
Yauck, Robichaud High princi- 
pal. 

Yauck said that the initial 
brawl started in the lobby dur- 
ing the intermission and that 


the fight spilled into the gym. 
When the fans left the 
bleachers and began to pour 
down on to the gym floor, 
school officials decided to 
clear the gym and play the 
game without fans. 

“We figured that was the 
best thing to do,” Yauck said. “ 
We were not going to take any 
chances. To my knowledge 
there were no other 
incidents.” 

Robichaud coach Ron Tar- 
rant was not with his team 
Tuesday night. Earlier that 
day, while sawing some wood 
at home, he suffered a severe 
cut to his left hand and was 
rushed to St. Joseph Hospital 
in Ann Arbor Township. 


“I was cutting some wood 
and the saw slipped and I cut 
my ring finger,” said Tarrant 
by telephone on Friday. “I 
have lost part of my ring finger 
and may need further surgery, 
so I also will not be with the 
team tonight (Friday night). 

Tarrant’s assistant, former 
River Rouge coach, Lofton

that he also didn’t recognize 
the persons involved in the 
fight. He said that he would be 
contacting police officials to 
see what their investigation 
has produced.

under investigation. Davis ad- 
ded that the cause of the fire 
“at this point has been ruled as 
careless cigarette smoking.” 

Davis said that the depart- 
ment was alerted that a fire 
was in progress at the apart- 
ments through the 911 emer- 
gency telephone system. He 


added that the department is 
reviewing the tapes to learn 
who placed the call. 

The female in the apart- 
ment, approximately 30, also 
was rushed to the hospital 
where she was treated for 
smoke inhalation. She was 
dragged out of the room by Ev- 
erett Woods, reportedly her 
boyfriend, who had told one of 
the fire officials that the victim 
that he was not at home at the 


lime of the fire. 

Fire officials would not re- 
lease the names of the two 
other injured civilians who 
also were taken to the hospital 
for treatment. However, the 
auxiliary firefighter, Bernard 
Kennedy, will be hospitalized 
possibly three to four days. 

“He complained of chest 
pains,” said Davis. “He was im- 
mediately rushed to the hospi- 
tal for observation.”

Gloria, and it just spread from 
there.” 


No one was injured as a re- 
sult of the blaze except for a 
firefighter who slipped on ice 
and fell causing a strain to his 
lower back and knee. 


“Approximately $125,000

“That doesn’t 
count all the valuables that the 
families lost in the fire. They 
lost everything ”

Despite the fact that its 
counterparts in the Central 
Wayne County Sanitation Au- 
thority (CWCSA) approved a 
move to use a Dearborn 
Heights based incinerator to 
burn trash and turn it into en- 
ergy, Westland City Council re- 
jected the plan by a 4-3 vote. 

Council members Glenn An 
derson. Sharon Scott, Charles 
Pickering and Sandra Cicirelli 
voted down the measure which 
would have bound the five 
cities of Westland, Wayne, 
Dearborn Heights, Inkster and 
Garden City to a 35- to 40 year 
contract participating in the 
waste-to-energy method of 
trash incineration. 

The remaining four commu- 
nities council’s voted 25 in fa- 
vor. two opposed and one 
absent, according to Erik 
Schaeffer, executive director 
of CWCSA. 

The issue of recycling was 
raised by concerned citizens 
and Westland Council mem- 
bers. 

“This is all because of the 
confusion surrounding recyc- 
ling. There were some very vo- 
cal people here tonight,” 
Thomas Barnett said, adding 
that city officials could have 
implemented a recycling pro- 
gram in addition to being in- 
volved in waste-to-energy. 

“If the city chooses to go to 
100-percent recycling, it does 
not cost one dollar under this 
agreement.” said Plymouth at- 
torney C. Brian James who 
represents CWCSA. 

“It doesn’t have a flow con- 
trol requirement,” Council- 
man David Cox added. “It 
really gives us more funding to 
initiate a recycling program.” 

Following the rejection of 
the agreement by Westland, 
the Authority met Thursday 
morning to discuss their op- 
tions. 

According to Thomas Bar- 
nett, project manager for the 
CWCSA, the other members 
wish to move forward with the 
waste-to-energy project 
whether or not Westland signs 
the agreement. The four com- 
munities have requested an 
exploration of their legal op- 
tions against Westland if they 
do not participate in the pro- 
gram. 

The other option is to seek 
reevaluation of the agreement 
by Westland City Council. Ac- 
cording to officials in the city 
clerk’s office, for the waste-to- 
energy plan to be recon- 
sidered, one of the council 
members who voted against 
the plan must request the item 
be placed on the next regular 
council meeting agenda sched- 
uled for Jan. 17. 

Barnett said if Westland 
does not participate in the 
agreement, the costs to the 
other communities would not 
increase because under the 
agreement Barnett’s company, 
Constellation Energy Inc., as- 
sumes the cost of upgrading 
the incinerator. 

In any event, according to 
Barnett, Westland has a legal 
option to continue to incine- 
rate their trash for the next 27 
years under a previous agree- 
ment signed in 1992. 

According to City Attorney 
Angelo Plakas, the city would 
be liable for about 1/3 the cost 
of the bond debt which is ap- 
proximately $6 million. Bar- 
nett added that Westland must 
pay back their bond debt 
whether or not they partici- 
pate in the waste-to-energy 
project. 

Several concerned mem- 
bers of Citizen Having Envi- 
ronmental Concerns for Kids 
(CHECK) came to the Westland 
council meeting asking tor 
consideration of alternatives. 

“Incinerators are the land- 
fills of the atmosphere. It does 
cause massive redistribution 
of matter and ... the toxicity is 
difficult to monitor," CHECK 
member Jim Armelagos of 
Dearborn said. 

“Incineration has long out- 
lived its usefulness. You’re 
kidding yourselves if you be- 
lieve it’s a win-win situation. 
The losers will be the lowly 
taxpayers who will be forced 
to pick up the debt later.” 
Westland resident Ron 
Graunstadt said. 

“There is a small elemen- 
tary school next to that incin- 


erator." Katherine Pare said ot 
the Federal Elementary 
School in Dearborn Heights. 
“There’s possible liability ... 
for parents who file lawsuits.” 

Ed McArdle. chair of the 
Southeast Michigan Sierra 
Club, said he lives in Melvin- 
dale, six miles downwind of 
the incinerator. 

“I think it’s imperative that 
we shut this down now," McAr- 
dle said. “Recycling is an op- 
tion. It's theoretically possible 
to recycle 80 percent of 
waste.” 

“We did a survey years ago 
on whether people would recy- 
cle waste. It indicated the citi- 
zens would not support 
complete recycling,” Griffin 
said, adding that incineration 
would comply with the Clean 
Air Act. 

“We have an option later to 
go to recycling. This will bring 
us into compliance with no ad- 
dition cost to the community,” 
Griffin added. 

Cicirelli questioned why the 
council was not presented 
with the third option of recyc- 
ling to begin with. 

“We don’t see the total re- 
cycling option as a viable op- 
tion.” Westland Mayor Robert 


Thomas said. However, he said 
the recycling effort could be 
considered. 

“All we've seen so far is 
landfill versus incineration. 
We owe it to our citizens ... to 
take a look at that alternative. 
The citizens are saying they 
want curbside recycling. I’ve 
not seen the cost comparisons. 
We need an independent au- 
thority to look at the entire 
cost picture," Pickering said. 

“There are poisons that will 
become airborne - a certain 
portion of the poisons that will 
go into the atmosphere,” An- 
derson added. 

According to Schaeffer, the 
cost of recycling is $80 to $100 
per ton compared to $32.32 per 
ton for the incineration pro- 
ject as revealed in a study by 
Plante Moran. 

The CWCSA has been seek- 
ing a source to resolve their 
financial dilemma since the 
EPA ordered the board of di- 
rectors to retrofit the present 
system with the required 
scrubbing chambers and bag 
house, which would cost, ac- 
cording to sanitation officials, 
approximately $10 million.

A 32-year-old Westland wo- 
man testified against her 
stepfather in-law in Westland 
18th District Court Thursday 
for allegedly sexually assaul 
ting her at the family home, lo 
cated on the 5700 block of 
Dowling Street. 

James Vincent Ryan, 35, was 
bound over to Detroit Re- 
corder's Court on two counts of 
criminal sexual conduct (CSC) 
in the fourth degree, a crime 
punishable by up to two years 
in prison for each offense. 

Ryan was residing with the 
victim and her husband in the 
basement of their Westland 
home after selling the resi- 
dence to the couple, according 
to testimony taken during pre- 
liminary examination. 

The woman, a native of Ger 
many, has been married for 
seven years and had three 


children living at the home 
when the alleged incident oc 
curred. Testimony revealed 
that the woman was allegedly 
sexually assaulted some 20 
times prior to the most recent 
offense which occurred Nov. 
18. 1994. 

On that date, the woman tes 
titled that she was home with 
her husband and three chi 1 
dren, ages 20 months. 4 and 8 
when her father-in-law re- 
turned to the home around 
12:35 a. m. According to testi 
mony, her husband was in the 
bedroom working and the chil 
dren were sleeping when Ryan 
returned home and went to his 
room in the basement. The al 
leged victim followed him into 
the basement to give him a let 
ter he was waiting to receive. 

“I heard him in the bath 
room. He was washing his 
hands and rinsing his mouth 
out. I stayed by the stairs with 
the letter,” the woman testi 


Tied. “He came around the cor 
ner and unzipped his zipper 
and exposed himself. I said 
‘oops 1 and he said ‘oops’ and 1 
turned around,” she said. 

As the alleged victim began 
to walk away, Ryan grabbed 
her from behind and said, 
“Help me, help me,” according 
to testimony. 

With vomit all over his 
clothing, Ryan reportedlv said. 


“That’s what I get for giving 
someone a ride home.” Ryan 
then asked the woman to help 
him clean his car out, but she 
refused. 

The woman testified that 
she went to talk to her hus 
band and told him Ryan was 
drunk and asked her husband 
to take care of him. Ryan al 
legedly told his son in-law that 
he drove someone home and 


that person vomited all over 
him and the car. Both men 
then went outside to clean out 
the car. according to testimony. 

As the men were cleaning 
out the car, Ryan periodically 
came inside, according to the 
woman. At one point Ryan al- 
legedly cornered her in the 
kitchen, grabbed her by the 
shirt and grabbed her in bet 
ween the legs. According to 
testimony, he came in again 
later and grabbed her breasts. 

“As soon as he heard the 
door, he backed off,” the al- 
leged victim said, adding that 
her husband walked into the 
home. lf | M , 

The alleged victim said 
Ryan called her the next day 
and said, “I guess I was pretty 
bad last night,” and apologized 
for his actions saying he was 
drunk and could not remem- 
ber what happened. 

The woman said she told 
her husband of the incidents, 


but he did not do anything. 
During an argument between 
the woman and her husband 
over the incident, the eldest 
child called police and the al 
leged sexual assault was re 
ported. 

The alleged victim ex 
plained that she didn't report 
previous incidents because 
she did not want to hurt her . 
mother-in-law and because , 
she was fearful of not having 
any place to go. 

“My husband was not there 
at the time. They were the only 
two 1 knew here. After I was 
living there, he'd come on to 
me. I had no way out. I didn’t 
know what would happen to - 
me and my child,” the woman , 
said, adding that Ryan would 
kiss her. hold her hand in pub- 
lic and fondle her. 

Ryan was released on a 
$5,000 personal bond with the 
stipulation he have no contact 
with the complainant.

requirements when it determines die residential district to be a future 
nonresidential area. 

Section 155.20X Review of Site Phots, Condominium Developments, 
and Conditional Uses. Subsections (A)(1)(b) through (d) added to 
provide for administrative review and approval, in lieu of a more 
formal review by the Planning Commission, when new' construction or 
remodeling constitutes an addition to an existing building or use and 
w hen a site plan is required solely as a result of building reoccupancy 
provided no variances ;ire required; die new construction would not 
increase the total building area by more than 25 percent or 1,000 
square feet (whichever is less); no administrative reviews have oc- 
curred within the preceding 36 months; such use is conducted w ithin a 
completely enclosed building; reoccupancy docs not create additional 
parking demands beyond 10 percent of that which exists; and reoccu- 
pancy does not substantially alter the character of the site.

Multipie-Family Residential District (High Rise), Subsections 
(C)(1)(a) and (C)(2)(a) deleted to remove the special conditions use 
condition which states that a state licensed adult foster care small 
group home for more than six persons or a state licensed adult foster 
care large group home shall not be located within 1 ,500 feet of another 
stale licensed residential facility.

Car buff reveals favorite automobiles, trucks for 1 995 



As I drove into work this 
morning down Interstate-275, 1 
could not help but notice the 
1978 Powder Puff Blue Chevy 
Impala blowing smoke in front 
of me. 

Its two-ton chrome bumper 
was hanging by what looked 
like a mere thread. I down 
shifted to avert certain trag- 
edy, and I thought to myself 
what a long way the Big Three 
have come in the last 15 years. 

The big news for 1995 is that 
American is putting itself back 
in the driver’s seat. Ford is 
hoping to add some flare to the 
domestic market with its 
European-bred Ford Contour/ 
Mercury Mystique. All of the 
Contour’s design work was 
done in Europe, however, it 
will be built in Kansas City 
with engines from North 
American plants. 

The new all-aluminum, 2.5 
liter Duratec V-6 in the Con- 
tour and Mystique was de- 
signed in collaboration with 
Porsche and is the first high- 
volume production-line engine 
to be made using a casting pro- 
cess patented by Cosworth for 
its Formula I and Indy Car en- 
gines. The 170 horsepower Du- 
ratec will need no 
maintenance aside from fluids 
and filters fro the first 100,000 
miles. 

The Contour and Mystique 
replace the Tempo and Topaz 
for 1995, but this new world car 
is light years ahead of the di- 


nosaurs it replaces. 

Ford will also attempt to de- 
throne the defending champ 
Chrysler with the introduction 
of its new Windstar minivan. It 
sculpted shape makes the 
Chrysler competition look like 
nothing more than a bread box 
with wheels, but I am certain 
that Chrysler will not be far 
behind with its answer to 
Ford’s challenge. 

Chrysler may be a bit be- 
hind with its minivan, but it is 
throwing a one-two punch at 
the competition with its new 
Chrysler Cirrus and its sister, 
the Dodge Stratus. 

Thanks to a long 108.0 
wheelbase and a fully inde- 
pendent suspension, the 
Cirrus and Stratus handle 
well. This long wheelbase also 
allows for some serious inte- 
rior space. Both cars feature 
gobs of legroom, front and 
back. Trunk space is excellent 
with 15.7 cubic feet, beating 
out the Honda Accord and 
Toyota Camry. 

The second birth Chrysler 
had this year was the Dodge 
Avenger. This two-door sport 
coupe will be built in Normal, 
111. The base engine is a DOHC 
2.0 liter four cylinder. A 24- 
valve, 2.5 liter V-6 will be the 
option and the engine of 
choice in my book. A direct 
challenge to the Ford Probe 
and Chevy Monte Carlo. 

Speaking of General Motors, 
let’s examine what is new for 


them. To say GM has been busy 
for the last year would be an 
understatement. Along with 
the much needed makeovers 
for many of its models, GM has 
found time to introduce three 
new models for 1995. 

The new Monte Carlo is re- 
ally the redesigned Lumina 
with a few boy racer gimmicks 
tacked on for good measure. 
However, it must work well be- 
cause there seems to be an in- 
creasing number of them 
filling the highways of Michi- 
gan. 

There are two V-6 choices, a 
160 horsepower V-6 or 210 
horsepower version. Once 
again, I would opt for the large 
powerplant, not because I am 
speed crazy, just because the 
Monte Carlo is a heavy car. 

GM has done one thing that 
truly impresses me for 1995. It 
has built the Oldsmobile Au- 
rora. I can finally say that an 
American car company has 
produced a vehicle that will 
hold its own in the luxury se- 
dan market. 

The choice of a BMW or a 
Mercedes has now become a 
nonexistent argument. I would 
have to say that I would con- 
sider buying this car. The inte- 
rior and powertrain are up to 
the challenge. The only area 
where the car may be lacking 
is in its front fascia. The shape 
is a bit unusual, but I think it 
will grow on people over time. 
To think, the GM division, that 


I commonly associated with 
my grandfather, has produced 
a vehicle worthy of praise from 
the European marketplace. 

The final car that is on the 
list of totally new for ‘95 is the 
Pontiac Sunfire. Once again, 
GM has cloned a car, stuck a 
new name on it, and added 
mild styling tweaks to attract a 
target audience. In this case, it 
is the backward hat wearing 
Generation “Z”, I think. Oh 
well, who cares any way. The 
new Cavalier, excuse me I get 


so confused, the new Sunfire, 
is shaped like, well, decide for 
yourself. It screams, “Get the 
hell out of my way. I have 
things to do!” 

If I had to pick a sure fire 
champion from the above 
models mentioned, I would 
have to say the Ford Contour 
and Oldsmobile Aurora would 
be clear cut winners in the 
new car market. I must have 
been breathing too many ex- 
haust fumes - I actually 
praised vehicles that have four

doors. The lead in my foot 
must be lessening or perhaps 
four doors are jut becoming 
more sporty and desirable. 

Regardless of my biased 
views, I must admit that the 
American car market has 
bounced back and is starting 
to roll over the foreign compe- 
tition. All I can say is that they 
made a believer out of me, but 
I hope they do not rest for an- 
other 15 years just when they 
are starting to do things right

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Buick produces ‘dream’ cars for 1995 lineup 


Concept cars were com- 
monly known as “dream” cars 
In the 1950s. But concept or 
dream car, the idea is about 
the same. A concept car is a 
design and engineering - and 
often marketing - exercise, a 
method of trying out new ideas 
and generating excitement 
with the public about a com- 
pany’s products and expertise. 
And sometimes a way to tease 
upcoming production models. 

Historians generally claim 
the first true dream car was a 
Buick - a black two-place con- 
vertible created by General 
Motors Styling and Buick Engi- 
neering back in 1938. 

It’s the Buick “Y-Job,” de- 
signed by Harley Earl, GM’s 
first design chief, and built on 
a production Buick chassis 
modified by Charlie Chayne, 
Buick’s chief engineer. 

There are various theories 
behind the name. Such as: It 
went one step beyond other 
GM experimental (or X) cars; 
or, the letter “Y” was used for 
experimental aircraft at that 
time. Also, Earl tended to use 
“job” to refer to his project 
cars. 

In any event, the names ten- 
ded to get better for later 
Buick concept cars. Some, 
such as LeSabre, Wildcat, Cen- 
turion, would show up on later 
production cars. Others also 
had a nice ring to them: Ques- 
tor, Lucerne, Essence, Bolero, 
Sceptre. 

In June of 1993, the 13 then 
existing Buick dream cars 
were brought together for 
Buick’s 90th anniversary, pho- 


tographed at Grand Traverse 
Resort near Traverse City, 
Mich., and publicly appeared 
at “Eyes on the Classics,” an 
auto design show in Grosse 
Pointe Shores, Mich. 

Highlights of the Buick 
dream cars: 

Y-Job, 1938 - Harley Earl 
was always striving to make 
cars lower and longer “be- 
cause my sense of proportion 
tells me that oblongs are more 
attractive than squares.” The 
Y-Job fits that description - 
strikingly modern and sporty 
in design, with front fenders 
swept back into the doors. 
Other features: A straight 8 en- 
gine, disappearing headlamps, 
flush door handles, convert- 
ible top concealed automat- 
ically by a steel boot, electric 
window regulators and small 
(13-inch) wheels with airplane- 
type air-cooled brake drums. It 
was on display for years at the 
Sloan Museum in Flint and is 
now on long-term loan to He- 
nry Ford Museum. 

X P-300 and LeSabre, 1951 - 
Harley Earl and Charlie Cha- 
yne had so many ideas they 
couldn’t put them all in one 
car. So Earl had charge of LeS- 
abre and Chayne, by now head 
of GM Engineering, had XP-300 
(though he was in charge of 
mechanics for both). Both cars 
were the result of a long-term 
cooperative venture between 
GM Styling and Buick Engi- 
neering. Both cars feature alu- 
minum bodies, supercharged 
335-hp V- 8 engines using 
methanol/gasoline fuel, push- 
button seats and windows (in- 


cluding convertible rear win- 
dows) and power jacks 
operated from the driver’s 
seat. Four-wheel disc brakes 
are cooled by forced air. 

While XP-300 has the clean 
styling of an American sports 
car, the more dramatically 
sculptured LeSabre has a nose 
scoop suggestive of the intake 
of a jet plane. Nu wonder - its 
name was derived from an F86 
Sabre jet fighter. 

The white XP 300 is owned 
by Sloan Museum and the pale 
green LeSabre is on loan to 
Ford Museum. 

Wildcat I, 1953 - This is a 
white single-seat convertible 
with fiberglass body, 188-hp 
V-8 and Twin Turbine 
Dynaflow transmission. The 
front wheel discs are station- 
ary — the wheels revolve 
around them. This car is in pri- 
vate ownership. 

Wildcat II, 1954 - This is a 
rakish sports convertible. 
Painted and trimmed in tan, it 
features what Buick called “a 
revolutionary front- end de- 
sign with flying-wing fenders 
that flare straight out from the 
body, exposing the entire front 
wheel and part of the front- 
end suspension.” The body is 
fiberglass. The engine is a 220- 
hp V-8. It is owned by Sloan 
Museum. 

Wildcat III, 1955 - This was 
a red two-door four-passenger 
fiberglass convertible with red 
leather interior. It had a slop- 
ing belt-line and the rear 
wheels were completely ex- 
posed. The hood sloped to- 
ward the front of the car,

increasing immediate forward 
vision. The fine screen grille 
was wide and low and the 
parking and directional lights 
were housed in the bumper 
“bombs.” The engine was a 
280-hp V-8. This car no longer 
exists. Centurion, 1956 - A 
spectacular four-passenger 
coupe with fiberglass body 
and all-glass top, this red and 
white model was particularly 
known for its “seeing-eye” 
television camera in the trunk. 

XP-75, 1958 - This was a two- 
passenger coupe with twin 
white leather bucket seats. It 
was hand-built by Pininfarina 


in Turin, Italy. Its wing-like 
rear fins became a 1959 Buick 
styling feature and its sculp- 
tured metal side treatment a 
hallmark of the I960 Buick 
line. Features included power 
windows, air conditioning, 
paddle-type door releases, 
floor-mounted transmission le- 
ver, vertically indicating radio 
and specially designed steer- 
ing wheel. The engine was a 
348- cubic-inch V-8. This car, 
featured in GM’s Golden Mile- 
stone Parade in 1958, no longer 
exists. 

Riviera Silver Arrow 1, 1963 
-- This was GM design chief 


Bill Mitchell’s car and, using 
the original 1963 Riviera as a 
base, had a lowered roofline 
and lengthened hood. (Silver 
Arrows II and III were rela- 
tively minor modifications of 
production Rivieras.) It is 
owned by Sloan Museum. 


Questor, 1983 - This red fi- 
berglass bullet-shaped model 
is a non- motorized test bed for 
innovative ideas in elec- 
tronics. It was very popular 
with the press and for several 
years was on display at Flint’s 
AutoWorld amusement center. 


Jeep Cherokee remains popular 


Along with ruggedness and 
utility, safety remains the top 
priority in 1995 Jeep Cherokee 
models. 

A standard driver-side air 
bag has been added to compli- 
ment existing safety features 
such as front and rear door 
beams for side-impact resis- 
tance and a center, high- 
mounted stop lamp. 

In addition, the Cherokee 
models offer new front seats, 
based on the Grand Cherokee 
seat design, for improved com- 
fort. 

The model lineup for 1995 
includes the Cherokee SE, 
Sport and Country models. SE 
and Sport are available in ei- 
ther two or four-door body 
styles, and Country is avail- 
able as a four-door only. All 
models are available with two 
or four-wheel drive. 

Cherokee Sport includes a 
distinctive appearance 
marked by a two-tone treat- 
ment of black lower body 


paint, black bodyside mold- 
ings with red accents, full-face 
steel wheels and P225/75R15 
all-terrain tires. 

Jeep Cherokee Sport and 
Country models are equipped 
with the 4.0 liter in-line six- 
cyclinder fuel-injected high- 
output engine that produces a 
peak 190 horsepower and 225 
pound-feet of torque. 

SE models offer a standard 
2.5-liter, four-cyclinder engine 
providing peak power of 130 
horsepower and 149 pound- 
feet of torque. A five- speed 
manual transmission is stan- 
dard with the 2.5-liter engine. 
The 4.0-liter engine with stan- 
dard five-speed manual or op- 
tional four- speed automatic 
transmission is also available. 

A hallmark of any Jeep ve- 
hicle is its powertrain ver- 
satility. The choice of optional 
four-wheel-drive systems fc 
the Cherokee enhances this 
versatility. 


The Jeep “Command-Trac” 
part-time four-wheel-drive sys- 
tem allows the driver to shift- 
on-the-fly from two-wheel- 
drive to four-wheel-drive when 
situations demand outstanding 
traction. The Jeep “Selec- 
Trac” system is designed to 
run in full-time four-wheel- 
drive at any speed without ad- 
versely affecting fuel economy 
or causing excessive wear to 
the drivetrain or tires.

Analyst sees boom 
year for auto industry

The Michigan automotive 
boom will continue in 1995, ac- 
cording to Ross Seymour, auto- 
motive securities analyst for 
First of Michigan Corporation, 
a brokerage firm. 

“Next year is looking 
strong,” he said. “I’m looking 
for total vehicle sales in the 
United States to rise to 16 mil- 
lion versus 12.9 in 1993. The 
trend is up - we haven’t seen 
the peek - but sales will in- 
crease at a slower rate. This 
translates positively for job 
numbers. Workers will be 
busy." 

Seymour sees a spin-off ef- 
fect: the prosperity will con- 
tinue spreading to many 
automotive suppliers in the 
state because, he said, out- 
state and foreign suppliers are 
coming here to be near the Big 
Three manufactures. 

“The state’s unemployment 
will remain low,” he said. “Cur- 
rently it’s around 4.7 percent - 
a 20 year low. Basically there 
are more consumers out there 
with more money to spend. 
This helps retail businesses 
and employees.” 

As for individual com- 
panies, he likes Chrysler, 
whose earnings should rise 
from $8.85 per-share in 1994 to 
$10.20 in 1995, he predicted. 

“Chrysler should do excep- 
tionally well next year be- 
cause they’re coming out with 
stylish new models,” he said. 

He said he likes the way the 
company is able to quickly and 
cheaply develop new cars by

using teams for each product. 
And said that the company is 
cash rich and therefore able to 
reinvest in design, engineer- 
ing, and future development. 

“It helps them to be on the 
cutting edge of each market.” 

For General Motors, he pre- 
dicts a rise in earnings from 
$5.65 to $8 per-share. However, 
he said, “GM still needs to get 
its house in order.” 

He predicts that Ford’s 
earnings will increase from 
$4.65 to $5 per- share. 

While he predicts that the 
Michigan automotive industry 
will continue to grow, he also 
predicts that the industry’s rel- 
ative share of the state indus- 
trial base will shrink as the 
growing economy of the state 
diversifies. 

Seymour also predicts pros- 
perity for the general econ- 
omy, driven by consumer 
spending. 

However, he said it's hard to 
predict when business cycles 
will begin or end. 

“I’m just lucky enough to be 
around for next year.” he said.
